The Andover School Com- 
mittee made reorganization of- 
ficial Monday night, by 
demolishing the two assistant 
superintendents’ positions, and 
approving a new number two, 
“associate superintendent’’ 
spot. 

The action came despite a 
last ditch effort by ad- 
ministrators to persuade the 
committee otherwise, and im- 
mediately after, the principals 
were challenged to make 
“loyalty’’ statements by Com- 
mitteeman George Olesen. 

An administrators’ presenta- 
tion on reorganization was in- 
terrupted last week so the com- 
mittee could go into executive 
session to discuss grievances 
(see separate story). 
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called meeting Monday night in 
the West Elementary School 
Auditorium. 

Superintendent Kenneth R. 
Seifert led off with a statement 
on the responsibility for deter- 
mining administrative struc- 
ture. 

He quoted from a policy 
booklet being set up by Com- 
mitteeman John Wragg, which 
defines the school committee as 
the only formal group with the 
power to set and change school 
policy. 

The administration, through 
the superintendent, it says, is to 
establish, administer, monitor

The TOPICS plan for im- 
provement of traffic flow

Greet Your Reader 
Or Double Estimate! 


As of this week it becomes 
highly advisable to extend a 
greeting to the town’s friendly 
water meter readers. 

As of Monday night, failure to 
afford the opportunity to have 
the. meter read, will result in a 
substantial jolt to the pocket- 
book. 

The selectmen approved 
doubling of the estimates used 
when the meter readers are un- 
able to check the reading, or 
cards to indicate the reading 
are not returned to the town of- 
fices. 

Also, on recommendation. of 
Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin, the selectmen approved 
the appointment of another 
meter reader. 

Increasing the estimated bill 
from the present average of $50 
semi annually to $100 was ap- 
proved by the board after it was 
pointed out that up to 40 per 
cent of the bills sent out are 
based on estimates. ‘‘This is not 
very businesslike,’ the 
manager said. 

Austin and the selectmen had 


attempted to initiate a program 
of installing outside meters at 
town meeting this year, but the 
plan was voted down. 

The manager showed figures 
noting that in some cases, the 
meter readers had been unable 
to get into homes for periods 
extending over one to three 
years. 

In the last billing period, only 
55 per cent of the meters were

Silverman Raise 
Denial Attributed 
To Becker Speech 


Failure to keep William 
Becker from being graduation 
speaker surfaced Monday night 
as a possible reason why Assis- 
tant High School Principal 
Gerry Silverman was passed 
over for a raise at last week’s 
school committee session. 

The revelation came during 
discussion on reorganization at 
the West Elementary School 
(see separate story). 

In answer to a challenge by 
Committeeman George Olesen 
to declare ‘responsibility for 
achievement” (see separate 
story), Bancroft Principal John 
Coyle in turn asked for 
Clarification of evaluation 
procedures ‘‘at the earliest 
possible minute,”’ 

Coyle quoted Chairman 
Frank Griggs as having said 
that the committee had a new 
evaluation procedure in mind. 
Meanwhile, Coyle said, the ex- 
isting one was ‘“‘harmful to peo- 
ple involved.”’ 

He cited the instance last 
week where three ad- 
ministrators were given raises, 
while Silverman was denied 
his, 

Coyle said Silverman had sub- 
sequently told him that a school 
committeeman had said that he 
should have seen to it that Bill 
Becker didn’t speak at high 


school graduation. 

Becker, who was demoted as 
head of the high school English 
department by the committee 
April 10, was selected by the 
seniors to be their speaker. 

Committeeman John Lyons, 
later admitting that he was the 
one to whom Silverman had 
spoken, said Coyle was getting 
the information ‘‘third hand”’ 
and that he thought things of a 
personal nature should be dis- 
cussed privately, not in open 
session. 

Lyons said Silverman was 
welcome to call him if he 
wanted to discuss it further. 

Merit increases were given to 
up the salaries of Doherty Prin- 
cipal Lois Haslam to $18,000; 
Shawsheen Principal Isabelle 
Dobbie to $19,000 and West 
Junior High Assistant Principal 
Anthony Covine, to $16,500. The 
recommended increase of $531 
would have brought Silver- 
man’s salary to $19,000. 

The salary increases had 
been recommended by 
Superintendent Kenneth Seifert 
to bring them more into line 
with others in the system. 

Committeeman George 
Olesen, however, voiced opposi- 
tion to merit raises, and said it 
was not incumbent on ‘‘this 
committee to right the wrongs

Grievances 


Are Denied 
By Board 


The school committee has 
denied three grievances 
presented by the Andover 
Education Association in ex- 
ecutive session last week. 

The grievances were brought 
on behalf of William Becker, 
who seeks a hearing into the 
reasons he was demoted as 
head of the English Department 
at the April 10 school com- 
mittee meeting, and reinstate- 
ment to that position; on behalf 
of the principals, who are 
questioning evaluation 
procedures; and on behalf of 
five persons whose election to 
tenure was publicly questioned 
April 10. 

According to Doug Walshe, 
AEA president, that group will 
now be meeting to discuss its 
future action. 

The next step provided by the 
teachers’ contract, however, is 
arbitration. 

In its formal denial notice to 
the AEA of its decision, the 
School Committee did say that 
it would grant Becker a per- 
sonal appearance.

After the 3-1 vote to abolish 
the two assistant 
superintendents (Chairman 
Frank Griggs and Com- 
mitteemen John Lyons and 
George Olesen voted yes, 
William Lane voted nay, and 
John Wragg was absent). 
Olesen said he felt it was then 
incumbent to ask each of the 
administrators present to agree 
or disagree with the statement. 

“If they don’t think they can 
be responsible for 
achievement,” he said, ‘'I think 
they should resign.”’ 

Griggs quickly suggested that 
the comments could be made on 
a voluntary basis. 

After a 3-1 vote to accept the 
new organization chart, and a 
charge to Seifert to come up 
with a job description for a per- 
sonnel manager, however, 
Olesen again addressed John 
Coyle, Bancroft principal and 
spokesman for the principals 
last week. 

“Is it your intention not to 
assume responsibility for the 


educational achievements of 
the Town of Andover?” he ask- 
ed. 

Coyle, ‘‘speaking for 
myself, said the overview 
statement in question had been 
shared with all administrators. 

If the School Committee sets 
goals, he said, establishes ad- 
ministrative structure, and 
teiis me what classroom 
procecures have to be, ‘“‘then 
truly {'m not sure.” 

If the School committee tells 
me to emphasize basic skills, 
then I think I can do it as well as 
anyone he said, if I set up the 
classroom structure. 

I think the time has come to 
put an end to placing people on 
the spot, he added, and again 
asked that the School Com- 
mittee set goals for the coming 
year by June 18, have informal 
meetings with the ad- 
ministrators, and discuss new 
policies with the administrators 
before making them public. 

“IT would administer anything 
that you give me to the best of 
my ability.’’ ‘‘I ask only that I 
know what the evaluation 
procedure will be, so that next 
year I don’t get an evaluation in 
open meeting.” 

Griggs said the school com- 
mittee would be ‘‘foolhardy”’ to 
meet in informal meeting 
rather than public session at 
this point, but agreed to put the 
principals on future agenda. He 
also said he would reassign 
school committee members to 
the various schools. 

Dr. Richard F’. McGrail, prin- 
cipal at East Jr. High said the 
implication was that members 
of the administration were 
mimicking Dr. Seifert, while, 
he said, ‘‘The section on respon- 
sibilities of principals was 
written by me.”’ 


He added that his interpreta- 
tion of the statement in ques- 
tion was that with responsibili- 
ty should go authority. He also 
questioned the committee to 
find the fairness of something 
in here with which you disagree 
and ask us to swear our loyalty 
to it. 

My loyalty has never been 
questioned in 16 years and I 
very much resent it being 
questioned here tonight, he 
said. 

Miss Isabelle Dobbie, prin- 
cipal at Shawsheen School and a 
staffer here since 1946, said ‘‘I 
have never had my loyalty to 
the system questioned.”’ ‘‘I 
have always supported the 
School Committee policies 
because that is my job. I have 
always supported the 
superintendents under whom 
I've worked.I hope I’m never 
asked to declare myself again.”’ 

Sanborn principal Joseph 
Normandy added, ‘‘I can say 
that in all of my years here, 
“this is the most humiliating 
moment I've ever experienced. 
I respect Mr. Olesen’s right to 
pursue whatever he feels he has 
to pursue, but we will continue 
to do the best job we know 


how.”’ 

West Junior High Principal 
William E. Hart had earlier 
presented the responsibilities of 
principals in the areas of per- 
sonnel, curriculum, public 
relations, scheduling, finance 
and buildings and grounds. 

He said that responsibilities 
had greatly increased in recent 
years and that in curriculum 
alone, each princiipal had more 
than 20 programs to monitor. 

“We administrators feel we 
need some relief,’’ he said, 
“more central office support. 
We're spreading ourselves too 
thin.” 

Last week’s presentation said 
that central support could be 
provided by two assistant 
superintendents, but not one. 

John B. Hughes, assistant 
principal at East Junior High 
said that administrative time 
devoted to students with serious 
problems had also increased 
Significantly in recent years. 
Chapter 766, legislating ap- 
propriate schooling for 
youngsters with special needs, 


he said, will require six to 
seven hours of administrator’s 
time per child, tor complete 
evaluation. 

He also said that in 1961, 
when Andover had 3700 students 
it had one superintendent, and 
one assistant. Today, he said, 
with 6500 students, there is still 
only one superintendent and one 
assistant. 

In 1961, he said, the high 
school had 587 students with one 
principal and two assistants. 
Today, with 1400 students, it 
still has one principal and two 
assistants. 

The spreading out of the time 
of administrators is a ‘‘serious 
problem,”’ he said. 

Seifert once again said he felt 
that under the reorganization, 
some programs would not be 
monitored successfully, and 
recommended that the ’73 
policy of two assistants be im- 
plemented. 

Otherwise, he said, ‘‘We will 
come up short. I don’t think 
there will be enough personnel 
to go around.”’ 

Olesen said he sees the one 
associate being able to main- 
tain uniformity in curriculum 
for grades K through 12, as well 
as uniformity in discipline. 

He also compared Andover, 
with 6394 youngsters, to other 
systems which have one 
superintendent, one number

manager. They included 
Attleboro, with 7500 students, 
Beverly, with 8300, Braintree, 
9000, and Everett, 6800. 

Coyle countered that when 
presenting college board 
scores, the committee had com- 
pared Andover’s percentile to 
that of other communities with 
comparable income, such as 
Brookline. That town, with a 
school enrollment of 6300, has 
two assistants and one business 
manager. 

‘How is it we’re compared in 
one instance with one set of 
communities and in another in- 
stance with another.’ he asked. 

“If you want us to model 
after these types of com- 
munities, if these are the 
programs that the community 
would like, then fine,’’ Seifert 
said. 

Griggs said he didn’t feel 
another top administrator was 
necessary, and that ‘‘we can 
still maintain the areas of 
curriculum’. 

‘‘T don’t see the school system 
going down the river. I don’t see 
programs going unmonitored.”’ 

Lane added that he didn’t 
think ‘‘any of us have the right 
to dictate how the school 
system will be administrered.”’ 

“We set up guidance,’ he 
said. ‘‘but I don’t see how we 
can hold them responsible 
without giving them control 
over how the system ad- 
ministers itself.”’

Ready For A Generalist’s Job

The Andover Red Cross 
Chapter has new executive 
director with warmth and 
enthusiasm and impressive 


credentials helping other people 
in her vears of part-time jobs and 
volunteer work 

I'm always sort of doing things 
part-time, but now I’m ready to 
do something whole, Says 
Joanne Calder 
professional administrator for 
the American Red Cross, An- 
dover Chapter. Mrs. Calder 
succeeds Miss Irene Libby, who 
retired last week 

Andover’s new Red Cross head 
was brought up on Maryland’s 
Eastern Shore and came to An- 
dover three and a half vears ago 
from New Orleans, when her hus- 
band became an executive of the 
Boston Shipping Association. The 
Calders live at 7 Windsor St., 
with their children Anne 
graduating from East Junior 
High this year. and Rob, a stu- 
dent at Shawsheen Elementary 
School 

One of Joanne Calder’s part- 
time activities for the last two 
and a half years will make her a 
June graduate this weekend. She 
will receive her master’s degree 
in Rehabilitative Administration 
from Northeastern University’s 


Graduate School of Education 
Yet she says of her new ad- 
ministrative post, “I’m under 


tutelage now. I’m just beginning 
to learn the job.” 

But Joanne Calder’s training 
for this work began long before 
her graduate work at 
Northeastern. She received her 
BA from the University of 
Maryland in sociology and psy- 
chology. She worked as a lab 
technician in the blood bank of 
the University Hospital and in 
the hematology lab of Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, a good begin- 
ning for anyone destined for Red 
Cross work! 

After her marriage and move 
to New Orleans, work in Tulane’s 
Graduate School of Social 
Sciences followed, Mrs. Calder 
worked in institutional counsel- 
ing at the New Orleans Mental 
Health Center. As a member of 
the New Orleans Garden Club, 
she coordinated a combined 
volunteer - professional project, 
The New Orleans Civic 
Beautification Project at the 
Mental Health Center. 

In the Calders’ three years in 
Andover, while Joanne has been

working for her master’s degree, 
she also has been active in her 
church, Christ Episcopal, and in 
other people-helping 
organizations. She is a member 
of the board of Project Help, a 
community group organizing 
volunteer and financial 
assistance for the Greater 
Lawrence area mental patients 
at Danvers State Hospital and 
the new Day Care Center in 
Lawrence. Mrs. Calder was co- 
chairman of the annual fund- 
raising project, September Pro- 
ject Help dance. The new Red 
Cross executive director has 
served as a telephone worker for 
FISH, the ecumenical emergen- 
cy help and transportation ser- 
vice, in Andover, and she has 
done casework for the 
Merrimack Valley Chapter of the 
National Foundation - March of 
Dimes, as patient service coor- 
dinator. 

Mrs. Calder admits to being ex- 
cited about her Red Cross post, 
calls it ‘‘a generalist’s job.’’ She 
will administer broad spectrum 
of practical Red Cross programs. 
‘They are summarized under the 
concept of the Red Cross as your 
good neighbor, a concept becom- 
ing more profound as the Red 
Cross expands its guidelines 
dealing in a warm helpful way 
with changing needs of all sorts 
of people in changing, more tran- 
sient communities.’ 

‘The Red Cross is as strong at 
the local level as it is at the inter- 
national level. The growth poten- 
tial here in Andover validates 
this. Andover is a strong Red 
Cross town.’’ For evidence she 


points to the success of the blood- 
mobiles in Andover, developed 


and expanded by her 
predecessor, Irene Libby. 
As Andover director, Mrs. 


Calder aims to develop more 
youth involvement. A few 
minutes conversation with 
several high school age girls has 
already won two new teenage 
trainees. Red Cross Director 
Calder hopes it will be possible to 
work out a Red Cross course with 
the high school, that young peo- 
ple can take for credit. 

Such cooperation between the 
Red Cross and other agencies in 
the community is already a Red 
Cross tradition, she said, noting 
the collaboration of the Red 
Cross, the YMCA and Phillips 
Academy which lends its pool in 
the Red Cross swim and water 
safety instruction programs. The 
Red Cross and Andona Society 
cooperate on the Junior High 
School babysitting training 
program. An Andover U.S. Coast 
Guard Reserve member already 
has approached Mrs. Calder on 
the possibility of a joint Coast 
Guard - Red Cross smallboat and 
watercraft safety program for 
Andover boating families. The 
blood program brings 42 blood- 
mobiles to town each year, and 
this is a story of cooperation 
between the Red Cross and a 
local church, and local industries 
and IRS, who house the blood- 
mobile operation and help attract 
donors. 


There are new Red Cross 
programs, but the new Director 
wonders if there aren't military 
service families in Andover that 
might need the Red Cross’s 
traditional services, and not 
realize that these are still 
available through the Red Cross. 
The home nursing program is 
better known, and of course First 
Aid and the Red Cross are almost 
synonymous, but according to 
Mrs. Calder, the Red Cross is 
now developing new higher levels 
of first aid and other para- 
medical help. Disaster help is set 
up, but fortunately has had little 
use. 


Joanne Calder steps into the 
Red Cross directorship with real 
enthusiasm for the existing and 
potential services of the Red 
Cross, in Andover and for the 
volunteer group in Andover. 
‘“‘We have a tremendous 
volunteer group. We are really 
run by the volunteers.

School Committee A 
Report of Fact Finders 


A 7.6 percent across-the- 
board increase for Andover 
teachers and principals was ap- 
proved by the School Com- 
mittee Monday night, when 
they accepted a factfinder’s 
report on the matter. 

The report must now be acted 
on by the Andover Education 
Association. 

The net effect of the in- 
creases on the 1974-75 salary 
budget would be an increase of 
about $400,000, or nine percent. 
However, School Committee 
Chairman Frank Griggs noted 
that about 3.8 percent was 


automatic, and that 
negotiations had cost about 5.2 
percent. 


The factfinder’s recommen- 
dations included a 7.6 percent 
increase for the teachers’ A 
Unit including normal in- 
crements. The AEA had sought 
that action, according to Chair- 
man Frank Griggs, in order to 


, treat the people at the top a lit- 


tle more fairly. 
Teachers receive an increase 
each year as they progress up 


the scale, simply by virtue of 


longevity, he explained. 
However, when a teacher 
reaches the top of the scale, he 
receives the across-the-board 
increase only Griggs said he 
had agreed to follow this 
procedure ‘‘this year only.”

The B Unit administraters 
had also requested an increase 
in vacation time from 20 to 30 
days, and certain professional 
development. The fact-finders 
ruled against the AEA in both of 
those cases.

It was then she discovered the 
empty house - long a landmark in 
Andover - they've been renting 
ever since.

Lowell Street. But the old brown 
colonial at 9 Andover Street, just 
south of the Horn Bridge, was 
built soon after, in 1685. It was an 
Abbot house until 1933 when it 
was bought by a Harvard 
professor, Arthur Dewing. The 
house has now been purchased by 
Frank Demers of Bancroft 
Road. 

Even in the throes of moving, 
Mrs. Vigeant agreed to one more 
tour of the house - a courtesy 
she’s been extending over the 
years, though the house has 
never officially been open to the 
public. 

She explains that the house 
built in 1685 consisted of only one 
room - the one nearest the road - 
with walls of clay, straw and 
seashells, and brick insulation. 

That combination, she said, 
served to keep out the Indian 
arrows and the heat, she says, 
but kept the dampness in. 

In a later room, the 1790 ‘‘lean- 
to’’, the wall has been worn down 
by many years of Sanborn School 
youngsters, who toured the house 
and wanted to feel the horses’ 
hair that was added to the plaster 
in that era. 

Among the other special 
features of the house are the cof- 
fin closet, where six-foot boards 
were left to dry until needed, and 
among the antiques is a pencil 
post tent bed, built about 1630, 
and one of the oldest American- 
made beds in existence. It is now 
topped with a featherbed mat- 
tress that helped to keep out the 
winter cold.

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ditorial Comment 


Not Difficult 


The administrative reorganization of the school , 


department, as approved by the school committee this 
week, seems to us to be not as unlivable, as some would 
have us understand. 

The move, unpopular among some, and particularly 
the administrative staff, removes from the upper 
plateau, two assistant superintendents. In their piace is 
one aide. 

We trust the school system will not suffer collapse 
from such a move. 

If memory serves correctly, an assistant superinten- 
dent of a few years back was jockeyed from one position 
to another until there were two assistants and a business 
manager. 

That one assistant was in charge of elementary educa- 
tion, for a while, then personnel. 

There were various other positions which were 
jockeyed under administrative reorganization plans of 
the past. 

We do not choose to delve into the merits of these 
changes approved by past school committees simply note 
that they took place with no severe handicap being im- 
posed on Andover’s school system. 

Now with another change in the administrative 
organization, there seems, to be no cause for alarm. 

The school committee has asked that the reorganiza- 
tion take place according to their plan, which can be 
workable, if those involved choose to make it so. And, 
quite possibly, therein lies the secret of success of any 
organization. 


Time Out 


The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers has been busily 
engaged for the past several months on Merrimack River 
Wastewater management. 

It is soon to present their findings at a public hearing, 
prior to submitting preliminary reports to Congress. In 
the process it will allow about two weeks for comments 
on the report and findings from local officials. 

The wastewater study, basically, is aimed at im- 
proving the Merrimack River and to produce an almost 
pure stream from its New Hampshire beginnings to its 
terminus in Newburyport. 

While such a thought is noble in theory and possibly 
desirous, it would seem to be virtually impossible from a 
financial standpoint. 

Greater Lawrence communities already facing heavy 
financial burdens, would be hardpressed to meet the ad- 
ditional costs of further improvement of the Merrimack. 

Andover’s tax rate alone would stand to increase $11 to 
$13 under proposals to be recommended. 

The other valley communities, likewise, would face 
staggering costs to implement the program. 

Already Andover and North Andover are part of the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary District, and committed to 
heavy expenditures in an effort to clean up the 
Merrimack and relieve the problems created by years 
past of dumping pollutants into the stream. 

Additional cleanup, as recommended by the Corps of 
Engineers would add more costs. 

Frankly, with many other streams in the country, 
more in need of being brought up to standards now being 
met by the area through the Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District, we fail to see the importance of striving for the 
zero pollution standards of the federal government. 

The federal and state governments do not appear to be 
quite ready to lend the proper financial assistance to 
such a project, which makes its necessity at this time 
even less acceptable as a major project. 

To raise the quality of the stream to a point where it 
would be an A-1 recreation area, for swimming and such, 
as well as becoming an almost naturally pure waterway 
seems absurd. 

What is already being accomplished seems more than 
token effort to remove the problems of the past and it 
would seem reasonable that sufficient time be allowed 
for more study and digesting of the Corps of Engineers 
report on the Merrimack improvement.

Open Letter to the Andover 
School Committee: 

Today after I walked into my 
homeroom at Andover High 
School I had one of the most dis- 
gusting experiences in my life in 
the Andover School system. As I 
listened to the announcements I 
heard a list of fifteen or more 
courses that were cancelled for 
next year not because of the lack 
of student interest but because of 
the lack of teachers. I sat and 
watched while friends in my 
homervom were forced to change 
their schedule at a minute’s 
notice because the courses that 
they wanted had been cancelled. 

Moving from class to class in 
my busy schedule of six majors I 
met teachers who when asked 
told me that they could do 
nothing to change the situation 
and that I may have from 30 to 40 
people in my math class next 
year because there are not 
enough teachers to have a proper 
and feasible teacher to student 
ratio. 

I was told that all the in- 
dividualized math courses were 
cancelled including one that I 
have been taking this year and 
have enjoyed learning from. This 
class has moved as rapidly as the 
traditional classes and we have 
been graded on the same scale as 
the traditional level three course. 

Why is this so? Why do compe- 
tent teachers feel helpless? Why 
am I and others like myself forc- 
ed to take a traditional course 
when we have earned A’s and B’s 
in the individualized courses and 
have progressed as rapidly as 
others in traditional settings? 
Why do you speak of alternatives 
When you force all the in- 
dividualized high school math 
courses out of existence? Why 
must I have crowded classes? 
Why must I suffer for a tax cut 
When we do not have enough 
teachers? Why are you spending 
money on text books for courses 
that use so many different media 
that they will be totally 
worthless? Why are people 
apathetic to this situation when 
their sons and daughters must 
light for attention in a crowded 
Classroom with 40 other students. 
Why don’t you hire more 
teachers? 

There seems to be a trend to 
8et back to basics, I hope one of 
these basics includes a course 
that gives me the answers to the 
above questions. If this course is 
not scheduled due to the lack of 
teachers I would appreciate an 
“«swer. How about a written 
reply?

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Home Garden Fights 
Inflation Two Ways 


It may be hard to believe, but 
the handful of tomato plants in 
your back yard is helping to keep 
food prices down throughout the 
country, suggests the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture (MDA). It’s not just 
that your own produce will save 
you a few dollars over the grow- 
ing season, though that’s certain- 
ly a benefit. 

It's the reduced demand for 
commercial produce by several 
million home gardeners that 
takes the pressure off the 
market, and by that much leaves 
more produce to go around, says 
the MDA. When supply is short 
and demand is long, prices climb. 
That's what inflation is all about. 

So when you enjoy the fruits of 
your garden labors this season, 
take additional credit for being 
an inflation fighter. The thought 
may help ease an occasional 
backache. 

By the same logic, produce 
prices begin to ease this time of 
year as more and more 
Massachusetts spring vegetable 
crops find their way to local food 
markets, competing with the out- 
of-state produce that really 
makes up most of New 
Englanders’ market baskets. 

Locally-grown asparagus, beet 
greens, radish, rhubarb, 
scallions, spinach, some 
greenhouse tomatoes and 
cucumbers, and the salad crops - 
Bibb, BoSton, Red Leaf, 
Romaine and Salad Bowl lettuce 
- are coming into the market in 
better supply every day. And 
though our local crops are not 
enormous, they do tend to affect 
market prices. They’re also 
fresher, usually being only a day 
from the fields. 

It is still not too late to start a 
home vegetable garden, says the 
MDA, offering some simple ad- 
vice on soil preparation for those 
who don't want to bother or take 
the time to have old or fallow soil 
analyzed. 

Simply assume that the soil is 
acid, and apply lime generously.

Lime helps the nutrients in fer- 
tilizer release to the soil; fer- 
tilizer alone, in acid soil, often 
fails. Use a common 6-8-10 or 5- 
10-10 fertilizer, specified for gar- 
dens, and use it sparingly; not 
one of the high-potency lawn 
foods. 

Spread the lime over the plot, 
dig it up and mix well. Then 
spread the fertilizer and do the 
same. Watch the plants as they 
progress, occasionally a small 
handful of fertilizer around the 
base, gently dug in, to help them 
thrive.

the senses, she observed. ‘‘The 
dish must be presented with a 
finesse and often a flourish so 
that it has eye appeal.

“It’s im- 
portant to have a uniformity in 
Slicing vegetables and meat.” 

Another secret is improvisa- 
tion - - a continual experimenta- 
tion with flavorings and spices to 
achieve the desired taste and 
aroma. A third important point is 
mastering the quick-stir method 
which cooks the meat and 


. vegetables in about six to eight 


minutes, retaining the natural 
freshness and flavor. 

Ms. Liang, who also conducts 
cooking classes in her Andover 
home, encourages American 
housewives and husbands to 
learn Chinese cooking because 
not only does it taste good, but it 
is economical with its high two- 
to-one ratio of vegetables to 
meat.

that state funds would provide 
for off-street parking facilities, 
much needed in the downtown 
area. 

Gerry O’Donaghue, president 
of the Andover Chamber of 
Commerce, said his group 
recognized the need for im- 
proved traffic flow through An- 
dover, but also felt that parking 
was a problem as well. As 
president of the chamber, he 
said it was a general feeling 
that in solving the parking 
problem one or two merchants 
should not have to sacrifice 
their parking facilities. 

Robert Webster, an owner of 
the Musgrove building, said 
that moving of parking spaces 
would be agreeable, if they 
were not shifted to a distant 
location. If the spaces he was to 
lose were moved to the Co-Op 
area, he said this would be un- 
acceptable because shoppers 
would not walk this distance. 

His comments were general- 
ly agreed to by other merchants 
who will be effected by the loss 
of the parking spaces. 

Mrs. Janet Lake, selectman, 
agreed, noting that as a 
hosewife and shopper, she com- 
es to downtown Andover and 
does not walk the varying dis- 
tances which would be required 
under the TOPICS parking 
realignment. 

William Scanlon, hardward 
store owner, said it would be 
difficult to change shoppers 
habits. Many are now con- 
venienced by the availability of 
parking spaces on Main street, 
and would go elsewhere if this 
advantage were taken away. 

Kenneth P. Thompson outlin- 
ed the past history of attempts 
by merchants to provide off 
street parking and also the 
town’s refusal to provide such 
facilities through town meeting 
action. 

Police Chief David L. Nicoll 
said there is a traffic problem 
on Main street, a point 
emphasized later by Fred Stott, 
who provided traffic statistics 
for the street. 

Nicoll said that at one time a 
one way system of traffic using 
Central street out of the square 
to Chestnut street was con- 
templated, but later rejected. 
This would have relieved some 
of the traffic problems. 

He affirmed that there is a 
traffic problem through the 
Main street. 

Town Manager Austin was 
asked how long the TOPICS 
money would be available. He 
felt not too long, since An- 
dover’s allocation could be 
assigned to some other com- 
munity. The state has been 
waiting for some time for an 
answer, he told the selectmen. 

Austin also said that possibly 
the state would negotiate por- 
tions of the plan, such as install- 
ing traffie lights at various in- 
tersections along the route 
from Shawsheen to Phillips 
Academy to improve safety. 
But the overall plan and its 
acceptance must be contiguous,

Poisons 


Available 


While there is no intent of hav- 
ing you tiptoe through the garden 
as though you were surrounded 
by panthers, the Arnold Ar- 
boretum has produced an 
authoritative booklet on common 
poisonous plants that anyone 
with small children should read. 

For instance, daffodils look 
good enough to eat. But any child 
who eats any part of a daffodil 
may become subject to 

vomiting, diarrhea, trembling, 
convulsions,’ according to 

Poisonous Plants’’ which the 
arboretum published in May. 

Unlike too many poisonous 
plant guides, the arboretum 
volume clings closely to common 
plants and thus has a value that 
exceeds the more exotic produc- 
tions. In addition, it tries to give 
an evaluation of the degree of 
poisoning one is likely to suffer. 
Namely, whether it is serious 
enough to be possibly fatal, or 
just the producer of a violent ab- 
dominal upset. In addition, it 
lists the seven poison control 
centers in Massachusetts which 
are open 24 hours daily and to 
which a poison victim might be 
rushed. Those who live in other 
states will find the volume just as 
valuable - if they will take the 
time to rummage through 
telephone books and write in the 
back of the book the address and 
telephone number of the nearest 
poison control center. 

Some poisonous plants are sur- 
prising. Unripe potatoes which 
have turned green, or the sprouts 
of potatoes, when eaten cause 
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Headache, colic, vomiting, 


diarrhea; pupils of eyes may or 


may not be dilated; mental con- 
fusion, stupification, coma.” 

Another edible plant with parts 
which are dangerous is rhubarb. 
The green expanded leaf of 
thubarb contains calcium  ox- 
alate. The chemical can cause: 

Stomach pain, vomiting, 
weakness, coma and death result 
from large amounts. Muscular 
weakness and twitching, slowed 
respiration, weak pulse, coma, 
and death occur from small 
amounts.” 

Other plants which contain 
calcium oxalate and may cause 
death inelude: Jack-in-the- 
pulpit; caladium; dumb cane and 
philodendron, the last two being 
house plants. Fatalities involving 
calcium oxalate usually are from 
a swelling of tissues in the wind- 
pipe which causes suffocation. 

The misnaming of plants is il- 
lustrated in comparing the 
effects of water hemlock and 
poison hemlock. Both are com- 
mon weeds, rather than trees, 
and have flowers that look like 
(Jueen Anne's lace or elderberry. 
Poison hemlock causes 

muscular weakness, dizziness, 
disordered vision, loss of 
muscular control.”’ But, the 
safer-sounding water hemlock 
causes ‘‘excessive salivation, 
then tremors of the limbs and 
sudden and violent convulsions. 
Unconsciousness and death 
follow.” 

The leaves or berries of 
English ivy when eaten cause 

excitement, labored breathing, 
diarrhea, and coma.”’ The leaves 
and berries of holly do almost as 
well but wind up in ‘“‘stupor’’ 
rather than “‘coma’’.

tion of Realtors (NAR) 
Legislative Committee recently 
met with members of Congress 
to discuss key legislation at their 
Annual Legislative Conference 
held in Washington, D.C. 

The Emergency Mortgage 
Credit Act (EMCA) was one of 
the key industry oriented issues 
discussed according to Myron C. 
Roberts, chairman of the com- 
mittee. If passed the EMCA 
would pump, new and more stable 
funds into housing, helping to 
generate both a short term 
recovery and long term stability 
for the housing sector said 
Roberts. Roberts is a Realtor in 
Newton, and a member of the 
Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board. 

The major effects of EMCA 
would be: to attract additional 
funds into home lending in- 
stitutions by increasing FDIC 
and FSLIC insurance of accounts 
from $20,000 to $50,000 and 
providing 100 per cent insurance 
for public funds; to stimulate 
new construction by permitting 
Savings and Loans to make un- 
restricted construction loans and 
raise the limit for investment in 
housing; to make secondary 
market operations of the Federal 
National Mortgage Association 
(FNMA) and the Farmers Home 
Loan Mortgage Credit (FHLMC) 
more effective by permitting 
these institutions to invest in 
seasoned mortgages; to permit 
adjustment of downpayment re- 
quirements and increase 
mortgage loan limits; to in- 
crease national bank lending in 
housing and real estate by 
removing certain restrictions on 
their investment powers; to 
authorize HUD to expend funds 
for certain housing and com- 
munity development programs. 


~The meetings in 
Washington,’’ according to 
Roberts, ‘‘have evoked an un- 


derstanding for the Industry and 
the need for leveling for an ade- 
quate supply of mortgage 
credit.’ This should also help 
eliminate the periods of 
mortgage crunch the industry 
saw in 1966, 1969 and 1973 said 
Roberts. 

Joseph B. Doherty of Andover, 
President of NAR thinks ‘‘that 
the provisions of this bill are 
vitally needed both to generate 
recovery from the immediate 
problems of the housing market, 
and to equip the housing sector 
with long range defensive tools 
against the inevitable economic 
cycles of the future.”’
